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STATE OF MARKETS. 


In discussing price movements of securities 
the dealers and brokers alike emphasise the 
artificial character of markets, a feature that 
has been in evidence for a considerable time 
past. This means that the extent of a rise 
or a fall in a particular stock may convey an 
entirely wrong impression of the amount of 
business that has caused the movement. Out- 
side the department for British Government 
Securities transactions in Jarge lines of stock 
rarely take place, and, indeed, are almost 
impossible, for no dealer will make a price in 
& really big amount, This is partly the 
effect of the great depreciation in values dur- 
ing the last year, for the power to support 
markets is proportionately reduced. uch 
of the business, consequently, is of a retail 
character, and the general prosperity of the 
Stock Exchange is at a low ebb. 


CONTANGO BUSINESS. 


It is sometimes argued that conditions. in 
this respect would be very much better if 
contango business were allawed.- This is 
doubtful, and, as a matter of fact. a certain 
amount of business, which, in effect, repre- 
sents the contangoing of stock, goes on regu- 
larly. A broker's client may want to buy, 
but not pay for, a given quantity of stock. 
end if the broker can obtain a bank loan on 
the security (which is usually quite feasible) 
it has been held there is nothing to prevent 
the broker from financing his client's pur- 
chase in this way, though with Bank rate 
at 6 per cent., the operation is rather expen- 
sive. Somewhat similarly, a dealer who has 
a certain quantity of stock in his box may 
agree with a broker that the latter need not 
pay for a purchase of such stock, in which 
case the broker pays the dealer the equivalent 
of a contango charge.

THE JUNGLE. 


The revival of interest in the West African 
Mining market, or the Jungle, as it was for. 
merly termed (to distinguish it from the 
Kafr Circus), is not surprising in view of 
the big premium at which gold is quoted, for 
this may mean all the difference between the 
profitable and unprofitable operation of low- 
grade propositions. Undoubtedly, there is

Perhaps, the best shares in this group, apart 
from Ashantis, are Bibiani and Taquah and 
Abosso. 


RUBBER SHARES. 


Those who take a sanguine view of the 
ultimate future of Rubber Shares are not 
shaken in their faith by the semi-official 
denial of the reported agreement between 
British and Dutch interests for a restriction 
of output. Indeed, they profess to have ex- 
pected this, and still maintain that there 
will be some agreement of benefit to the in- 
dustry. This view is largely based on the 
belief that Dutch interests in the industry 
are losing very seriously by the present state 
of affairs. and will be forced to accept a 
scheme of the kind indicated. Hitherto the 
difficulty of dealing with the substantial 
native production has been an almost in- 
superable difficulty, and had a great deal to 
do with the failure of the Stevenson re- 
striction scheme. The price of rubber is ex- 
ceptionally low at present, but it would not 
be surprising to see a substantial recovery in 
the course of this year, with a corresponding 
improvement in the share market.

KAFFIRS AND THE COMING DIVIDEND 
DEDUCTIONS. 

About two dozen Rand gold shares to-day 
will go ex dividend. Gross dividends, in- 
stead of the usual net amounts, will be de- 
ducted from prices, and in most cases we are 
hopeful that the shares will recover, partially 
at least, the deductions made. In cases where 
investors recently bought. shares cum. divi- 
dend, their brokers have to claim, in Feb- 
ruary, any addition to the distributive 
amount resulting from the premium com- 
manded by South African currency over ster- 
ling. The aé@tual date of payment of the 
dividends is January 27. No fresh develop- 
ments in the South African currency contro- 
versy are likely until the Union Parliament 
reassembles at the end of this month. Then 
representations will be made that the Govern- 
ment should reconsider its gold standard 
policy in the interests of the country’s indus- 
tries (says The Sunday Times), It is fit- 
ting, perhaps, in the present order of things, 
that during 1931, a year of unprecedented 
depreciation, the only group of variable divi- 
dend-paying securities to appreciate in value 
was mining shares, notably Kaffirs. This 
was, as it should be, seeing that gold was 
the only commodity last year to maintain its 
value, and, as the trend of era costs 
was downward, the ability of the leading 
South African gold producers to continue to 
earn good dividends has never been ques- 
tioned. 


EASY MONEY CONDITIONS. _ 
Considerable surprise was felt in money 
market circles at the ease with which the 
last day of the year was surmounted in the 
short loan market (says The Observer). As 
usual, a large amount was borrowed at the 
Bank of England on the morning of Decem- 
ber 31 additional to amounts borrowed earlier 
in the week, but by the end of the day 
several of the leading houses admitted that 
the borrowing exceeded actual requirements.

The “She” Barracks. 


People who delight in old city land- 
marks may be interested in the following 
extract from an old work on Dublin: 
“When the Richmond Barracks were 
built at Golden Bridge they were intended 
to afford ample sigor EN Ag Én bos for more 
than an entire regiment. There were also 
barracks at Island: Bridge, and the 
distance between both was about half a 
mile. The former was generally occupied 
by infantry, and the latter by artillery. 
A person in the vicinity had a large build- 
ing constructed through a ulative 
motive of a very extraordinary kind. He 
was aware that soldiers marrying without 
leave, or whose wives were dishonest. 
turbulent, quarrelsome, slovenly or 
habitually intemperate, were not allowed 
to bring such objectionable characters into 
the regimental quarters, He conséquentl+ 
calculated that: he would find no difficulty 
in having his premises occupied by 
tenants, to whose habits he attaclied no 
importance provided that they paid the 
rent, and his expectations were not disap- 
pointed.

THE NEW SEATING - 
SYSTEM. 


es R. I. BEST, librarian of the National 


Library, Dublin, appeared to be well 

pleased on Saturday when showing 
the Library's handsome new furniture and 
fittings at a private inspection. 

The Library, aiter ‘having been closed for 
a month, will be re-opened to readers to-day 
They will find there new rules and new tables. 
These are things of service, essential to the 
purpose of the Library; but readers will 
view “with pleasure the artistic manner in 
which the structural alterations and all the 
changes in furniture have been carried out. 


THE DOORWAY. 

Dr. Best pointed out a new doorway at the 
entrance which has been made to conform 
not only in architectural line, but in its 
ornamentation, with the light and elegant 
sculptural ornamentation of the Adam wood 
carving of the screen in oak which forms 
the wall on the entrance side of the library. 
This work has been admirably done. 
As Dr. Best pointed out, it. is all 
in the style of Robert and James Adam, 
who, in the 18th century, introduced archi- 
tectural ideas of form and decoration which 
did só much for the streets of London, and 
are extant .1n many a stately home in 


England and Scotland. 

In order to give this fine rarved oak screen 
its proper value as an ornament of the Read. 
ing Room, the catalogues have been re 
inoved to the oppusite side, or have been 
placed beneath the carved woodwork. A 
clear view is thas obtained of the extent and 
height of this ornamental support to the 
Gallery. The Gallery is well finished, sur- 
mounted, as it is, with four massive lamp- 
stands. with new electric heads, on 
elaborately modelled pedestals in gilt. 


NEW TABLES. 

The floor of the Reading Room has been 
newly arranged with 77 tables, nearly all 
facing in one direction. To use a motoring 
term—they are ahnost all ‘‘ two seaters.”’ 
The. old table, by which people sat opposite 
to each other, not always to their pleasure, 
has disappeared. Each of the new tables 
has two chairs. two electric lamps, with 
green-coloured shades, and the table’s sur- 
face is partitioned into two spaces, in order 
that neither of the occupants may obtrude 
on the other. This partition runs as a rim 
round the table, so that one’s bool may 
be confined to oné’s own particular territory. 

All the new furniture is of the old oak 
tone of the catved screen, giving a restful 
atmosphere. There are 77 of these new 
tables in the large, round hall; only about 
half a dozen seat three persons. In a small 
adjoining room are 15 more tables. This is 
the Newspaper Reading Room, It is only 
open in the daytime. 

A change that has been made for the 
purpose of preserving quietude in the Read- 
ing Room is the establishment of an office 
before the entrance door, of green baize fold- 
ing leaves, where the signature book will be 
kept, and preliminary inquiries may be made, 
A new rule for the admission of readers 
has been introduced in, the interest of the 
research student who reads at night. This 
rule reads :— 

** Persons under the age of twenty-one will 


hours of 6 p.m. and 10 p.m., unless under a 
special order from the Trustees.” 

Young persons read in the day time, but 
mere preparation for examinations will not 
be accepted as evidence that they need the 
facilities of the library for advanced study 
or inquiry. 

Many people who have had experience of 
the past will ask both Dr. Best and Mr. R. 
J. Hayes, the Senior Assistant Librarian, to 
eonvey their thanks to the Chairman, the 
Rev. T. A. Finlay, S.J., and the other 
Trustees, for the comfort and relief which 
this new rule will bring them.

THE SCREEN 


FILMS AS EVIDENCE. 
——,4—— 
CHILDREN AND THE 
CINEMA. 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 

A somewhat novel use has been made of 
films in an American court, from which the 
cinematographic camera may rapidly assume 
a forefront place in police equipment. In 
a Kansas City cise against a rum-runner 
there was entered as evidence an eight-reel 
““talkie,” presenting in graphie and in- 
controvertible detail the activities of the 
accused and his gang. The film has been 
made, with considerable skill apparently, by 
prohibition officers, who concealed them- 
selves and their apparatus behind a faked 
hedge near the scene of the rum-runners’ 
operations. Only in this way were the 
officers able to secure willing and fearless 
witness against the gang. The effect of the 
display of the film was that the accused 
gangster pleaded guilty on the spot, and is 
now serving a sentence of two years’ im- 
prisonment. 

The cemera will give its evidence without 
fear of being “put on the spot,” so it Js 
likely to figure very prominently in the 
gangster prosecutions of the future. Police 
“flying squads” will probably have to im 
clude full “ talkie’’ equipment if the inno- 
vation meets with official approval. 


EFFECT ON CHILDREN. 


The Incorporated Association of the 
Assistant Masters in Secondary Schools dis- 
cussed the effect of films upon children and 
adolescents at its Council meeting in London 
last week, and passed a resolution urging 
the British Government to institute an in 
quiry into all aspects of the matter. One 


speaker to the resolution maintained that, 
““in addition to the character of the films. 
the posters outside picture-houses had a 
rather insidious effect upon children and 
adolescents.” 

In the Free State there is control of both 
films and. posters, but schoolmasters mizcht 
well maintain that there is still matter unfit 
for children displayed. Italy is compelling 
the inclusion of an “ educational ” film 1m 
every cinema programme; but, perhaps, even 
that would not quite meet the case. The 
only really effective solution to the problem, 
since thildren and adolescents will go -to 
“the pictures,’ is that both films and 
cinemas should be especially licensed for 
them. In every large centre of population 
there should be sufficient patronage for a 
“children's cinema,” in which only films 
especially designed for children would be 
shown, Some Dublin cinema might make 
un experiment by giving suitable programmes 
at fixed times in the afternoons. 


A “SQUAW” MAN. 


The leading item in the Savoy programme 
this week is “The White Man,” in which 
Warner Baxter does some notable acting. 
Baxter takes the part of an Englishman who 
leaves England because he has fallen in love 
with his cousin’s wife.

Sack 
in England his cousin had been killed in a 
hunting accident, and as he is heir to title 
and estates his old love and a friend seek 
him out. The solution to the problem is 
rather melodramatic, bet the film. is quite 
entertaining. Laurel and Hardy are as funny 
as usual in ‘“‘ Laughing Gravy,’ and Mr.

HE arrest of Mr. Gandhi, only five 
days after his return to India from 

the Round Table Conference, had been 
expected all yesterday, and was only 
delayed by the Mahatma'’s sudden deci- 
sion not to go on to Ahmedabad last night 
as he had planned. 
The authorities, basing their arrange- 
ments on his earlier intentions, had pre- 
pared elaborate plans to take him into 
custody at midnight on a quiet stretch of 
railway about seventy miles north of 
Bombay. 
His decision not to travel was taken 
about an hour before the train was due to 
leave, its object being that he might be 
available for further consultation in con- 
nection with his telegram to the Viceroy. 
The warrant for Gandhi's arrest merely 
says that he is being arrested “ for good 
and sufficient reasons, |

is a member of the Congress Executive, 
has been appointed by Vallabhai Patel to 
succeed him as President of Congress. 


GANDHI’S REPLY. 


Unperturbed, serene and resigned, after |,

| POST OFFICE 
REFORM.

In a leading article The Times 
observes :—One of the more insistent of 
the various domestic questions that con- 
front the Government this new year is the 
problem of Post Office reform. For some 
years past, but especially since the 
autumn cf 1929, when Lerd Wolmer’s 
series of articles an the General Post 
Office and the public appeared in these 
columns, there has been a growing. feeling 
of dissatisfaction with the existing system, 
and it has more than once taken concrete 


methods and organisation. The latest 
and most significant evidence of the 
strength of this demand is the memorial 
on the subject presented to the Prime 
Min‘ster during the last few days by no 
fewer than 320 members of the House of 
Commons. So striking a manifestation 
of the opinion of more than half of the 

ple’s representatives at Westminster is 
not lightly to be disregarded. 

All that the signatories ask is that the 
Government will consent to appoint a 
small, but strong, committee to review 
the whole question of the organisation of 
the Post ce, and to frame detailed 
proposals for its improvement in the light 
of the experience and circumstances of 
the present day. 


CONCLUSIONS. 
The signatories—and in all probability 
many others who have not put their names 
to the document—have realised that in 
the interests of national economy, as well 
as of the efficiency of a great national 
service, the time has come when the 
organisation must be thoroughly over- 
hauled with the object of finding out, in 
the first place, whether there is any un- 
necessary waste in its methods. They 
have come to the conclusion, as their 
memorandum shows, that the Post Office, 
with its capita] investment of £140,000,000 
and its total staff of 230,000, is a huge 
commercial undertaking, and that if it 
is to yield the results of which itis capable 
it must be run on business lines. They 
see that this cannot be done while it is 
a Government department controlled by a 
Minister who inevitably regards the Post 
Office as a purely temporary job and 
a convenient stepping-stone to higher 
appointments. i

told that it is thoroughly unbusinesslike 
that a great business concern should be 
placed under a new head on the average 
once in every two years, and even—as ‘n

GOOD WORK. 


Mr. M. O'Rourke, in proposing a resolu- 
tion declaring the Federation worthy of sup- 
port, said that they done a lot of remarkably 
good work and had got some cases pulled 
through that never would have had a chance 
were it not for the Federation. They should, 
however, like to see members becoming a 
httle more epergetic than they had been in 
the past. 

Mr. Michael O'Sullivan, in seconding the 
resolution, said that the individual efforts of 
scattered units were not up to the require- 
ments of commercial travellers of the present 
day.
